But 
today all of these have increased 
and there are, in addition, many 
Baptist, Methodist, Lutheran and 
other sectarian schools initiated 
by churches. 


Need of Money 


Most of them are in need of 
money. Many of them were begun 
“because we ought to have a 
school.”” Others, without surveys 
or planning, built “‘on faith.” A 
shocking number of church 
schools, more particularly the 
new ones, are not well staffed 
and cannot possibly make a go 
of providing first-rate, accredited 
education. A substantial percent- 
age of them have no valid rea- 
son for existence save for what 
might be called church vanity. 


Hence, there is a _ growing 
clamor for the private parochial 
schools to be included in ‘‘federal 
aid.” That this pressure may de- 
feat public school aid is possible 
and tragic. 


It seems to be necessary to 
face up to certain facts. 


The public schools are there— 
and they are free. The honest 
parents who send a child to 
private school must admit they 
do so because they want some- 
thing extra. It may be they wish 
their child to have extra religious 
instruction not received in public 
schools. Or, the smaller classes, 
the emphasis on individual in- 
struction, or, for the time being, 
at least, an escape from i 
integration, may be the motivat 
ing factor. |

New Arctic Trail

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The U.S. atomic subma- 
rine Seadragon has written a dramatic page of undersea 
history at the top of the world by cruising a new north- 
west passage from the Atlantic to Pacific ocean. 


Sometimes submerged, some- 
times on the surface, the subma- 
rine threaded its way through a 
narrow channel among islands 


and icebergs to mark out a route 
which could serve as an 
alternate to the Panama Canal 
as a connecting link between the 
two oceans. 


In announcing the voyage Wed- 
nesday the Navy said the Sea- 
dragon added some new firsts of 
its own to the pioneering polar 
saga already written by its sis- 
ter nuclear subs Nautilus, Skate 
and Sargo. 


In addition to charting the new 
route through the channels north 
of Canada, it became the first 
submersible to dive under an ice- 
berg, going down to 108 feet. 
Later it capped that performance

In his address to the conference, 
Herter described Cuba as a state 
being led by its regime “in the 
Communist direction”’ and warned 
that it represented a threat to the 
security of the Americas.

a $3,989,054,000 foreign aid bill 
granting most of President Ei- 
senhower’s money request and 
giving him authority to cut off 
aid to nations sending arms to 
Cuba or to the Dominican Re- 
public. 


The 67-26 vote came as Eisen- 
hower declared that if “the chips 
are finally down” the United 
States would be free to invoke 
the Monroe Doctrine or take other 
solo action to prevent Communist 
domination of Latin America. 


Passage of the aid bill was 
considered a victory for the Presi- 
dent since it would provide only 
$293,650,000 less than he original- 
ly requested and $755,537,000 more 
than Congress appropriated last 
year. 


Voting for the bill were 41 
Democrats and 26 Republicans. 
Opposed were seven Republicans 
and 19 Democrats, mostly South- 
erners.

The Democratic and Republican bat- 
tle lines are taking shape rapidly. 

- Sen. Kennedy is striking straight ahead 
and taking a series of set positions. Vice 
President Nixon is keeping b.:- head down 
and perhaps shifting to the right of the 


Rockefeller-liberal position he took at the 
Chicago convention. 


On the heels of Nixon’s speech in At- 
lanta, Sen. Barry Goldwater will come in- 
to Georgia at Rome.

It is just as well for the country that 
the present congressional session is péter- 
ing out. Hasty action is undesirable on 
bills as big as the aged-care proposals. 
The session established the need for health 
care of the elderly beyond question. It 
also established congressional checks on 
executive action. 

To finance this aid under Kennedy’s 
social security scheme as now proposed 
would be efficient. But it would not in- 
clude any diréct patient participation in 
part-payment of the bills, a factor that 
- seems desirable. 

. However the federal-state financing 
by treasury grants, as embodied in the 
stopgap bill, is totally inadequate.

But it should 
be the right kind of help. And these plans 
need the study and refinement that a po- 
litical campaign, and public debate, will 
bring as the presidential battle lines take 
shape.

Insurance Rate Request 


Leaves Question Marks 


It would take the wisdom of a Solo- 
mon, which Insurance Commissioner 
Zack Cravey is not exactly endowed with, 
to determine how much if any of the re- 
qested 7.7 per cent increase in rates is 
justified. 

Several questions arising at the public 
hearings and prior to them deserve fur- 
ther examination. 


The Georgia Rating and Inspection 
Bureau, representing 321 companies, 
based its request for higher rates on fig- 
ures it produced to show an increase in 
fire losses over a five-year period. 


Also mimeographed sheets were cir- 
culated aimed at showing losses in At- 
lanta during that time were above the 
state average, 


Prior to the first hearing, however, 
the City of Atlanta came up with statis- 
tics showing a 50 per cent drop in losses 
here the first six months of this year. 


Why did not the city’s representatives 
at the hearing bear down hard on this 
factor? 

Be that as it may, clearcut answers 
are in order from the rating bureau on 
other factors. 


Are insurance companies making a 
fair profit without the requested boosts 
and are they causing their own high claims 
because of “unsound business practices” 
as objectors to the proposed increase 
claimed? 

Are they guilty as charged of over-in- 
suring and over-paying on losses? 

What about their income from in- 
vestments? And are they making the most 
of their investment opportunities? 


Why did the insurance companies, 
after two public hearings where such in- 
formation could be brought out, decide to 
submit additional figures to the commis- 
sioner’s office by Thursday? 


Insurance companies are entitled to 
a fair profit. The public is entitled to 
protection against efforts to make the 
profit too fat. The issue is now in Cravey’s 
lap and that alone is sufficient to induce 
a case of the fidgets.

Campaign Drops 
To the Low Road 


WASHINGTON—The presidential campaign is 
running true to form, which is to say it is getting 
more petty and personal as it goes along. There 


was a time between the summit meeting and the nominating con- 
ventions when it looked as if the two parties were going to have a 


genuine debate about honest issues. 


Maybe these larger issues will 
prevail again but for the time 
being we seem to be drifting 
back into the same old arguments 
about religion, Joe Kennedy, 
Ezra Taft Benson, “the Old 
Nixon” and ‘“‘the New Nixon.” 

Carr Collins, president of the 
Fidelity Union Life Insurance Co. 
of Dallas, who was active in the 
anti - Catholic campaign against 
Al Smith in 1928, has shown up 
again in a similar assault on Sen. 
Kennedy. 

Billy Graham, the Baptist par- 
son from North Carolina, has 
taken time out from saving souls 
in Switzerland to announce that 
religion was a legitimate issue in 
the campaign and would be de- 
cisive in the end. 

The Republican National Com- 
mittee’s official publication ‘‘Bat- 
tle Line” says this week: ‘Sen. 
Jack Kennedy, naturally, has 
been trying to play down the 
practical effect of his father’s 
$400 million on the Democratic 
primaries." 

It then goes on to refer to a 
statement in an article on Ken- 
nedy by Stewart Alsop in the 
Saturday Evening Post: “The 
theory that Joe Kennedy has fi- 
nanced and masterminded his 
son’s drive. for the White House 


as a recompense for his own 
thwarted presidential ambitions.” 


“Battle Line” omitted to add 
the rest of Alsop’s quote: ‘The 
only thing wrong with the mas- 
termind theory is that it simply 
isn’t true.’ The Post, which is 
not devoted to the Democratic 
Party, immediately protested 
against the distortion. 

The Democratic Digest, which 
is the propaganda sheet of the 
other party, has recently been 
working over President Eisen- 
hower’s golf and presenting the 
vice president as “‘the Old Nixon” 
who is “‘still an opportunistic 
young politician.” 

On the other side, Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon has circulated an ap- 
peal to his fellow Republicans not 
to raise the religious issue in the 
campaign and he has himself re- 
frained from doing so.

WASHINGTON—Two pieces of evidence well 
reveal the purposes the Soviet Union hopes to 
attain as a consequence of the carefully man- 


aged trial of U.S. pilot Gary Powers. The purposes are: To sell the 
world on the idea that the United States is intent upon aggression and 
war and is thereby threatening the safety of its allies. 


And to drive the United States 
from the bases in every country 
in Europe and Asia which pres- 
ently form the bulwark of the 
defense of the free world. 

The developments which best 
showed the political goals behind 
the Powers trial came at its cli- 
max. 

One was the interlocking script 
from which both the prosecution 
and the defense addressed the 
Moscow court. They both argued 
for the guilt of the American 
pilot and they both centered their 
attacks upon the United States. 

The other development was the 
broadcasts from Radio Moscow, 
to the world immediately 
the sentencing of Powers

— Of What Faith Can Accomplish 


Some days ago Miss Helen Keller was honored on the occasion of tr 80th 
birthday. Miss Keller is one of the truly admirable women of our times and 
those honors which have come to her have been richly deserved. Some of us

cannot remember a time when Miss Keller’s name was not a household word. As children, we were 
told by our parents of the courage and forthrightness with which 


tragic handicaps. 

We were told that when she 
was less than two years of age 
she was denied the ability 
of hearing and speaking and 
she could only in a _ limited 
fashion communicate with others. 

As we grew older we ad- 
mired Miss Keller for the quiet 
grace with which she blessed 
other people. Her thoughts did 
not center upon herself. Rather, 
her heart grew large enough to 
embrace humanity. 


How does one account for 
such a heart and personality 
as that of Helen Keller? Some 
years ago Edward R. Murrow 
asked Miss Keller to state her 
fundamental convictions for his 
radio program, “This I Be- 
lieve.”” Miss Keller interpreted 
her convictions in four brief 
paragraphs. 

She wrote in part: “Faith is 
a dynamic power that breaks 
the chain of routine and gives 
a new, fine turn to old common- 
places. Faith reinvigorates the 
will, enriches the affections and 
awakens a sense of creative- 
ness. Active faith knows no 


fear and it is a safeguard to 
me against cynicism and 
despair.” 

Then she mentioned some of 
the aspects of her faith. First, 
“belief in God as infinite good 
will and all-seeing Wisdom 
whose everlasting arms sustain 
me walking on the sea of life."

Ceuctitution Washington Bureau 
WASHINGTON — Sen. Russell 
has sharply criticized the Eisen- 
hower administration for refusing 
to protect the domestic textile 
industry against foreign imports. 


Russell said is was ‘‘most dis- 
tressing news” that President Ei- 
senhower had declined to give 
the domestic industry any relief 
under the provisions of Section 22 
of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act. 


“The facts in this case as pre- 
sented to the Tariff Commission, 
to the State department, and to 
the Department of Commerce 
completely justify and demand 
that controls .. . be invoked in 
order to protect thousands of jobs 
in this vital industry,’’ Russell 
said. 


“The refusal makes it clear,” 
the senator added, “‘that the Pres- 
ident’s advisors consider Section 
22 to be a dead law. 


“There is only one course re- 
maining. Members of the Con- 
gress, who have knowledge of 
these facts, must continue to 
search for ways and means of 
preventing the inundation of the 
American textile industry by prod- 
ucts from the Orient, some of 
which may come indirectly from 
Communist China,” Russell de- 
clared.

Projects Aid 4-H'ers to Better Living —

Current events with a switch 
and a poisonious approach to 
forestry Wednesday launched 
two phases of girls’ events in 
the Georgia farmland Olympics. 


The early morning lineup for 
State 4H Club Congress dem- 
onstrations included a_ stern 
warning to homeowners that 
“You're just burning up your 
money,’ when Tift County elec- 
tric engineering expert Sandra 
Lupo came to bat. The pretty 
blonde teen-ager, a district win- 
ner in girls’ electric engineer- 
ing, was armed with a start- 
ling array of charts, appliances, 
switch boxes, fuse boxes and a 
maze of wires as she demon- 
strated the hazards of inade- 
quate wiring in the home. 


Sandra’s electric engineering 
project included an exhaustive 
survey of 15 homes in her area. 
At .each homestead, she fol- 
lowed the trail of current ca- 
bles, alert to the danger signs 
of inadequate wiring. 


“Of the 15," Sandra report- 
ed, ‘‘only two were adequately 
wired.” 

BLEW FUSE 

She underscored her observa- 
tions by showing the correct 
switch box in use, and even 
blew her own fuse for an added 
spark in the demonstration. 
Sandra expertly reset a circuit- 
breaker, demonstrated the ef- 
fect of ‘‘just a 10 per cent drop 
in. voltage”’ by toasting slices 
of bread. 


“With inadequate wiring,” she 
warned, ‘“‘you’re just burning 
up your money.” 


Sandra, 17-year-<daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. G. W. Lupo, 
broke a family tradition when 
she brought her electric engi- 
neering project to the district 
winners’ circle. Her two older 
sisters, Willette and Betty Jo, 
are both state winners in gar- 
dening. Another sister, Clara, 
15, is the South Central District 
winner in gardening this year. 
She’ll compete with other dis- 
trict camps in the state play- 
offs Thursday.

SOME HARDWOODS 


“Some hardwoods,” she ex- 
plained, “prevent pines from 
growing the way they should 
and we have to get rid of them.” 


The perky teen-ager exhibited 
a deft touch with two kinds of 
mysterious - sounding chemical 
poisons. Key showed how to use 
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“‘ammate crystals’’ and how to 
spray with “24-5-T” liquid 
poison. She expertly put a pro- 
fessional sprayer through its 
paces. Just as efficiently, she 
wielded a homemade sprayer 
which she’d fashioned from a 
milk bottle, cork and glass tubes. 


Practical-minded Sue, daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Ed Wil- 
liams, turned avidly to her 
forestry project two years ago, 
with the realization that 20 per 
cent of her family’s income was 
derived from the forest. She 
immediately added to the long- 
range budget plan by planting 
more than 2,000 pine seedlings 
herself. 


Sue, a four-year veteran in 
4H work, brought a sample 
forest area, small pine tree and 
cross sections of trees (to deter- 


mine age) for her demonstra- 
tion, ““‘How A Tree Grows.”’ The 
Southeast District winner shares 
her interest in the 4-H Club with 
her brother, Eddie, and sister, 
Elaine. 

TREE TOILER 


Frankye, 16-year-old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. C. Barbre 
of Albany, is another tree toiler 
with a poisonious approach to 
forestry projects. She demon- 
strated the control of insects 
and diseases of pines. An active 
4-H’er for six years, the slim 
brunette has been concentrating 
on forestry projects for the past 
three years. 


“That was when we moved to 
our new home,” Frankye re- 
counted. ‘‘Our land had no pine 
trees on it, so we planted 
some.” 


T DEMONSTRATIONS 


The Southwest District cham- 
pion led the way by personally 
planting hundreds of pine seed- 
lings. Threats to the young 
pines were forceably brought 
home to the teen-ager, who 
made a complete study of the 
various ways trees are 
by insects and disease. 


“Such threats,”” she observed, 
“have to be controlled for the 
health of the trees, just as pre- 
ventive measures must be taken 
for the health of the family.” 


Proper preventive measures 
were a major phase of her 
demonstration.

MOSCOW (WNS)—There is an 
old tourist joke about Moscow 
that goes like this: If Marilyn 
Monroe were to walk through 
Red Square naked except for 
shoes, what would the Russians 
look at? 

Her feet. 

After you've seen how Rus- 
sian women dress, the joke 
makes perfect sense. Not even 
a tourist who speaks fluent 
Russian can hope to disguise 
her status as a “foreigner” 
while wearing American clothes. 


Answer: 


The chief difference in Amer- 
ican and Russian clothing that 
shows in shoes. And the big- 
gest difference, which doesn't 
show, is underweak. 


' BUTTONS ON BRASSIERES 


Believe it or not, Russian 
women still have buttons on 
their brassieres. You can go 
to the famous GUM store in 
Moscow and find counters full 
of brassieres in fancy blue, 
pink, green, even orchid satin. 
But no cup sizes, very little 
elastic, and mostly button fast- 
enings under the arm or in 
back. 

The most admired, most in- 
spected item I brought to Rus- 
sia was a $4.95 American strap- 
less bra. It was a novelty be- 
cause it was black lace, elasti- 


cized, wired, fastened with 
hooks, and strapless! Russian 
women don’t have strapless 


bras because they don’t have 
strapless dresses. 


They don’t dress up the way 
we do to go to the theater or 
a party. They wear what 
they’ve worn all day. 


That means a plain dress, 
usually high-necked and sleeved, 
or a skirt and blouse, or man- 
tailored suit. 


NO EVENING CLOTHES 


Russians don’t approve of 
dressing up primarily because 
such things as ball gowns are 
considered a sign of decadence; 
you'll remember Mr, and Mrs. 
Khrushchev didn’t wear eve- 
ning clothes even to a White 
House formal dinner. 


There’s another reason: low- 
cut clothes are considered im- 
proper. Russian women are 
style-minded; they like pretty 
clothes as much as any women.

But clothes must be concealing, 
as a policeman explained to an 
American girl in Telisi, who al- 
most got arrested for indecent 
exposure.

Most Russian clothes look 
like something that came out of 
a 1940 stylish stout catalog. 
Ninety-nine per cent of all Rus- 
sian clothes are home-sewn; 
their department store displays 
are of “pattern” models, not 
ready-to-wear clothes. And the 
patterns available are limited. 


SOMEWHAT STYLISH 


It is possible to be somewhat 
stylish in Russia, at least to 
the ankles. French, Italian and 
American movies—plus French, 
Italian and American tourists— 
have made a dent, and younger 
women especially are keen to 
wear the latest fashion. 


But unless you've got a superb 
figure, even the best styles tend 
to look sloppy without some sup- 
port beneath. And Russian wom- 
en don’t wear girdles . They 
don’t have them. The nearest 
thing to a Russian two-way 
stretch is an old-fashioned cloth 
corset with button or lace fas- 
tenings. 


What most Soviet women use” 
to hold up their lisle or heavy 
nylon stockings is a wide garter 
belt. My nylon panties with de- 
techable garters were a distinct 
novelty, but the women who ex- 
amined them also expressed 
doubt as to whether they’d hold 
up anything. 


You can take’ a gorgeous, 
slim Russian girl—and you'll 
see hundreds of Russian beau- 
ties in every city—and she will 
still be badly dressed in one re- 
spect. My guide in Moscow, 
for instance, was a chestnut- 
haired cutie who looked as 
smart as any American co- 
ed in a sleak sheath she had 
sewn. But her shoes were ob- 
viously “made in U.S.S.R.”

High heels are rare, probably 
because walking is so much a 
part of everyday Russian life.

After he quit drinking, this man 
said lack of the nightcap did not 
interfere in the least with his 
sleep. 


In short, an alcoholic will use 
all sorts of excuses, plausible or 
implausible, to “explain” why he 
“needs” alcohol. But if you try 
to argue the matter with him, he 
will usually take the opposite po- 
sition. If you say he has become 
a slave to alcohol, he will say he 
does not need it or depend on it, 
and can quit any time he wants 
to—but he does not want to. 


They generally have to find out 
for themselves, the hard way, 
that alcohol has taken charge of 
their lives and the only way is 
to quit. 


Notice there is a difference be- 
tween a hard drinker or social 
drinker, and an alcoholic. It is a 
matter of not being able to get 
along without reaching for a drink 
that makes one an alcoholic. And 
it is pretty hard to tell the ex- 
act point at which this happens— 
the victim himself seldom knows 
until long after he has passed the 
line; and it is not easy for anyone 
else to tell, until the signs have 
become pretty clear.

If the series between the Nats and Yanks had been 
reversed, New York would be leading by 4% games, instead of 
1% games. 


Sunday, Harmon Killebrew, Bob Allison and Jim Lemon all hit 
home runs to give Washington a 7-4 win over the Stengelmen.

(Killebrew'® shifting from third to 
first).””

This will keep the fruit bright 
as the day it’s frozen. Pour 
about % cup cold syrup into 
each pint container. Select firm 
ripe peaches. Peel. Slice 
peaches directly into container. 
Add enough syrup to cover 
peaches. Leave ‘2 inch head 
space. Put a small piece of 
crumpled parchment paper on 
top of fruit to keep peaches 
down in syrup. Seal containers 
well and label. Freeze accord- 
ing to directions for your 
freezer. 


PEACHES FROZEN IN SUGAR 


Select firm ripe peaches. 
Peel and slice. For each quart 
of prepared fruit blend 1. tea- 
spoon ascorbic-acid mixture with 
4% to 1 cup sugar depending on 
desired. taste.
